Sitting ns Coroner at the Cen- 
tral Magistracy yeaterday aftor- 
noon, Mr. J. R. Wood conducted 
an enquiry into the circumstances 
connected with the death of Wong 
Fung-yau, a Weihelwei constable. 

‘The following gentlemen form- 
ed the’ jury—Mexsra A. Brearly, 
D. Bone and S. Boulton. 

The decensed was admitted to 
the Government Civil Hospital be- 
tween 10 and 11 pam, on February 
12 and dicd next morning, the 
cause of death being opium- 
poisoning. About. ten witnesses 
were enlled yesterday. It was 
established in the evidence that 
the deceased had been subject to 
attacks of malaria and had been 
treated In hospital for that Hinesa 
Inst year. But on February 12 
he appeared to be in good health 
and, in fact, seemed to be quite 
happy when he talked with’ his 
Weiheiwel collengues. He had 
taken, part in two promotion ex- 
aminations conducted by the Police 
Training School and failed on 
both occasions. 
of his second failure on the after- 
noon of February 12, but received 
the news without visible algns of 
disappointment, After his even- 
Ing meal the deceased left the bar- 
racks with a fellow constable, who 
was also a Weiheiwei man. They 
called on another Weihaiwei con- 
stable living at Centre Street and 
the three partook of food in the 
house of the third man. ‘Fhev 
also had drinks, but the evidence 
showed that none of the men war 
drunk when the repast was over.

RECENT AVIATION 
DISASTER. 


’ ENQUIRY OPENED. 


Tho~Chinoso Now Year Day 
aviation. disaster at Kowloon City 
whon Mr, Reginald Earnshaw was 
drowned after making o parachute 
descent, had ita sequel at the Kow- 
loon Magistracy yenterday after- 
noon when Mr, &. W, Hamilton 
hold on enquiry Into the cir- 
atances attending the denth of the 
unfortunate aviator. The following 
composed the jury: Messrs. H. W. 
Page, (foreman), Mr. B, BE. Fielder 
and Mr. Carlos d’Almelda, 

At the outset Mr. Hamilton [n- 
formed the jury that the doctor 
who mado a post mortem examina 
tion on the body was Indisposed 
and that Mr. Heo W. Abbott was 
atl in Maniio and was not avail- 
able, Before leaving the latter had 
Informed the polfce, and he (the 
Coroner) had received on cablo 
from-him to the cftect that he had 
Jeft Manila and was already on his 
way to Hongkong. 

Evidence of the recovery of the 
body on the February 6, was given 
by Inspector Bond wane stated that 
he was on, patrol in the Kowlgon 
Bay when he saw something float: 
ing off the Northwest enud.of the 
reclamation st Kowloon City, it 

‘wax 400 yards from the wall and 
about half that distance from the 
Glogs Factory. Witness ordered 
the Jaunch towards the spot and 
he then noticed that it was the 
body of Mr. Karnsnaw. Only the 
head and shoulders were visible, 
the body being in a perpendicular 
position, By tne means ol a bual 
nook witnesy dragged the corpse to 
tne surface of tue water, thus 
affording him a clear view of tt. 
There was a strap tustencd to the 
back of the belt wnien was tied 
round the upper portion of the budy 
outside & Jersey, ‘Ihe other end, 
atter going underneath tus legs 
was fastened to the tront of tne 
belt. A piece of rope which was 
probably one of tne stays of the 
parachute was secured (oO nis righ. 
Jankle by a halt hitch, = On aise 
covering that he could not cleas, 
the bouy of the straps and ropes, 
witness kept ft astern of the motor 
boat und towed it alung: ‘The 
sudden jerk of the boat dashing 
forward drugged all the harness 
from the bouy, which was Iater 
tuken out of the water and sent 
to the mortuary. Witness produc- 
ed a pair of boots which he said 
had been taken from tho deceased, 


Fatal Equipment. 


His Worship: There wus « 
theory, 1 believe, that he dropped 
his boots. 

Inapector Angus replied that 
that was what av was antormed, 

His Worship: It is very curious 
why, it he deberately Jumped in’ 
to the water, he wore such heavy 
boots. 

Expressing his opinion of th: 
tragedy, Inspector Bond said the 
Parachutg most probably dragged 
him doWwn, while the rope 
became fastened ‘to hig ankle 
duo to his kicking. The harness 
was not recovered, although the 
sea had been dragyed ‘for two 


eS 


days, Witness did-not think ‘that 
tho parachuto could have bean un. 
fastened vory easily. 

His Worship sald that ho hopod 
to obtain identical equipment on 
the roturn of Mr. Abbott and. tho 
jury would then bo able to under- 
itand it botter. 

Mra. F. F. Ingram, who rostdes 

at Ngau Sze Wan Villas, Kowloon’ 
City, deposed to having witnessed 
the fatal drop from her house, 
which {s very near to the place 
of the tragedy, She and hor 
sister had been ‘watching tho 
various exhibitions from the house 
and had expected to witness the 
parachute degcent as they, had 
seen it advertised. It was not 
till they were called by her son 
that they were aware of the drop, 
and on going to the upper balcuny 
they suw the parnchute was woll 
opened and the man was descend- 
Iny very slowly. Ho was then 
about 200 yards away, He was 
observed to be dropping into the 
water and they began to get con- 
cerned about him. 
On nearing the water he was 
seen to be. travelllug. slightly 
taster, almost dircet into the sen, 
with a slight drift seawards, le 
was making strenuous movements 
with’ his legs and appeared to be 
endeavouring to take off his boots. 
He was kicking out violently and 
witness saw something drop. It 
may have been his cup but she 
could not sce what it was. He 
eventually dropped inte the sea 
and there wis a big splash, fol- 
jowed by the man’s sudden dis- 
appearance, The parachute imme- 
mulaly Collapsed on tae right hand 
olde of the gouy, lt tell clear of 
lig mun and remamed atloat for 
a very snurl period, ‘Tne late Mr, 
UY oUW wus distinctly seen to 
reappear, only to disappear again. 
puuce ho disappeared witless 
waited to geo at oanytning hap- 
pened and i was inen tast her 
aistur usked how he was going to 
ve biougnt to lund, ‘kuey lovkea 
dor a pout and on tooking towards 
mowloon Gty a smuil motor bout 
was Vuauived Lo be Wart, Waite 
wuss poled to it and tnen heard 
phouting, but owing to tite nuise 
wnaue vy tae children sne. could 
HOt sity wwaether it way trom the 
deceased or net. But sno had hid 
tae impression that it was he whe 
Was snoutiig, 

pne aya took her attention 
wack to tne parachute and saw a 
pial) speek on the water. After 
auvulg another look at the boat 
phe SAW Lbab the speck had dis- 
appeared, lt was not tu ubout 6 
vciock tial sing evemny that she 
was aware of the tragedy. 

At the conclusion of Mrs, In- 
yrum’s tesumony the Coroner 
qanked her tor her evidence and 
vongratulated her on the ellicient 
way i which she gave it. 

‘Yhe next witness called was 
Mr, W. G. Bunter and owing to his 
not bang able to be sworn, his 
tustimony was not tuken, He told 
tne court that he was a Mohamme- 
dan but wos not conversant with 
the Hindustani language. Mr, 
Hamilton guild that he did not sco 
how he could be sworn in he could 
not speak his own language.

Tho official attitude towards 
Dr. Koch’s rosolution at Tuos- 
day's mooting of tho Sanitary 
Board, sooking to socuro a 
thorough invostization into the 
origin of typhoid in Hongkong, 
was not altogothor sympathotic, 
Mr. Hallifax, in particular, was 
inclined to suggest that littlo 
moro could bo dono in tho mattor 
than had alroady’ boon accom- 
plished, and ho onquircd whothor 
tho milk, wator or food supplios 
wore suspected, or whothor it 
was suggosted that tho ciscase 
was boing sproad by carriors, 
Ho apparontly failod to soo that 
thoso woro procisoly tho points 
that Dr. Kooh (and tho public) 
wanted cloared up. It was not 
for Dr, Koch to suggest tho 
particular lines on which tho 
investigation should procood ; all 
that he desires is for tho whole 
question to be looked into, so 
that the cause of tho recont out- 
broak niny bo dofinitoly ostablish- 
od. Nothing whatovor was said 
by the Officials at Tucsday's 
mocting to robut tho statoment 
that no investigation, in tho 
proper sonso of tho work, has yot 
boon niade, and thore cortainly is 
not a tittle of ovidonco to show 
that tho question has boon fully 
invostigatod. 


As wo havo snid boforo, wo can 
quito appreciate the difficulty, 
if not tho impoasibility, of trao- 
ing the origin - of individual 
casos, bacauso by tho timo the 
disooso has boon diagnosed, 
important factors aro forgotton 
by tho sufforors thomsolvos. But 
that is no roason why cortain 
gonoral aspoots of tho problom 
should not bo thoroughly gono 
into in an ondeavour to hit upon 
flrat causos. If a cortain com- 
mon origin is surpocted—bo it 
wator, milk or food—thon lot tho 
authorities concontrato on that 
particular fiold until they aro 
convinood, by definito proof, that 
they have found tho ocauso.

A spootal nows mossago to this 
journal. yeeterday roferred to a 
vory gravo manaco which the 
advanco of marino invention has 
givon -riso to, inasmuch as. it 
throatons one of tho moin 
sources of food supply a8 woll on 
old-ostablishod means of Hvoli- 
hood for. somo thousands of 
pcoplo, This monaco is tho 
pollution of coastal wators by 
ships which oither discharge oil 
corolorsly or clso doliboratoly 
sook-a spot whore thoy. will not 
bo noticod and thoro clean out 
thoir tanks, with the rosult that 
a groat doal of oily rofuso js sont 
forth to cling to scacoasts and 
intorforo seriously with tho fish- 
ing industry of the neighbour- 
hood. It has been proved now 
that shoals of fish aro dosorting 
wators which are consistontly 
oil-riddon, and with tho incronsod 
uso of oil-fuol in ships tho pro- 
blom of provontion of thin pollu- 
tion has: becoma excoodingly 
sorious. A groat deal can bo 
dopo, howovor, by international 
Go-oporativo action, and it is 
plonsing to find. that tho 
British Govornment is: aliva to 
tho noads of tho case 
and is scoking tho combined aid 
of other nations ‘in’ tho mattor. 
Bosidos the harm dono -to 
fishories, thore is the cruel wasto 
of lifo which oil on tho wators 
is causing among _ soabirds. 
Obsorvers havo movingly do- 
seribod tho torriblo plight and 
agonising doath of diving birds 
which, aftor thoy have como in 
contact with tho oily film on tho 
wator, aro unablo to froo thom- 
solvos of it, aro practically 
rondored hotploss, and .porish 
slowly from gtarvation, in .vorit- 
able hundrods. Lt would ‘be 
gratifying - wore tho initiative, in 
tho prosorvation of this foathored 
wild lifo from the carolossnoss of 
mankind, to como from Britain, 
which has not boan boon behind 
any country in its considoration 
for dumb croaturos,

Whilo on this topic of protoct- 
ing animal life. wo might montion

Wocan only 
hops that wo havo boon misin- 
formod, though thoro appoars to 
be no reason to doubtthat humano 
mothods of unloading enttlo aro 
not always adhored to.

Socioty wo havo pooplo of ovory 
religion which is known to tho 
world, all mooting on tho platform 
of brothorhood, of the Divino in 
man. That which wo sook aftor is 
Truth, and wo do not beliovo that 
Truth is confined to any’ rolig- 
ion, or'to any special soot. We 
try to throw o light on its 
dificultios and to rostoro to any 
religion its original teachings 
which in. tho courso ‘of timo it 
hos lost. A vory largo numbor 
of the moro intolloctual and 
loarnod Christians have loft tho 
Churches which always complain 
of tholr ‘lessoning: influonco, and 
wo osnnot help thinking that 
thoro is somothing: lacking not 
in religion, itsolf but in its 
prosontmont. May it not bo that 
in tho way Christianity is put 
to-day, with growing intolligencs 
and consoionce of the timo, thora 
ato things whioh shock the 
conscionco ‘and. outrago tho 
intolloot? No roligion oan afford 
to loave tho thoughtful and tho 
cultured, the philosopbor and tho 
motaphysician, with nothing to 
bo said to thom. Tho form of 
boliof that suits tho lonst cul- 
tivated must inovitably repol the 
thoughtful, tho artistic, tho cul- 
turod and tae intolloctual, 


SOME QUERIES. 

In tho oarly doys, Christianity 
had not only its little 
childron, but also its  groat 
philosopbors, its mighty. dootors 
of Science of the Spirit, its doop 
conception for tho highly 
cultivated, its profound mysterics 
for tho spiritual man. It was 


St. Paul himself wao said :—"“T] 5 


speak wisdom unto thoso that 
aro'porfeot."” Why should modorn 
Christianity dony to those who 
can undorstand it tho groot 
mystories of Christianity? What 
has bocomo of that groat teaching 
Christ gavo to his own disciplos, 
tho teaching which was not givon 
to tho outside publio who camo 
to Hston to Him? Ho said :— 
“To thom I spoak in parables, 
but to you it is given to know 
the mysterios of tho kingdom of 
God.” What has bocomo of 
those inner teachings which 
Joaus had givon “within tho 
house” to His apostlos and not 
to tho masses outside, which 
made a knowledge of God possiblo 
to the human soul? Romombor 
how Origen declarod that while 
the Church had ‘modioino for the 
sinnor, it was not on sinnors 
‘that the Churoh of Christ could 
bo built up. Ho doolared that 
that what tho Ohurch nooded 
in order that it might 
bo strong, woro what ho called 
tho Gnostios. But whoro aro the 
Obristian Gnostics now? Tho 
Gnostic was tho man who know; 
moanwhile tho mags of ' tho 
Christian congrogation wore 
boliovers, and it was the Gnoatice 
who woro their teachers and 
loador.
